There are various reasons why the 


reprehensible practice of riding with 
hands ofl the handle bars should be gen 
erally abandoned. Chief among thess 
reasons, perhaps, is the fact that it is 
dangerous not only to the rider him- 
self, but to others. To do the trick sue 
cessJtully it is necessary to travel at e 
speed which, is not safe, at least on a 
street which is liable to be crossed any- 
where by pedestrians or other riders 
and it is just such thoroughfares that 
the senseless hands-off rider selects tc 
show himself off. With the hands ofl 
the bars the rider h.is no control of the 
wheel, and, particularly at crossings 
there is no telling at what instant it 
is necessary to male a detour or slacker 
speed. Just the fraction of time neces- 
sary to regain control of the vihee 
often is enough to cause an accident 
With no grueling power there is no tell 
ing what the front wheel is going tc 
do. A Bnwill obstacle idthe streetwhielt 
would ordinarily be passed over wi thoul 
notice is enough to deflect the troul 
wJieel and, if there are any riders close 
reed itcrashmgiuto tlieir bicycles.

London is already plunged into the
